House to Proceed. 


Speaker Osburn overruled today 
&n objection of Howard Eliott, 
minority floor leadér, to the trans- 
action of business by the House. 
On an appeal to the House, the 
Speaker was sustained by a party 
vote of 78 to 62. Elliott based his 
contention on the constitutional 
Provision that the Speaker shall 
announce the person having the 
highest vote for Governor “before 
Proceeding to other business.” The 
announcement not having been 
‘Made, he held that no business 
@ould be taken up. 

Elliott said he wéuld renew his 
objection as often as a matter of 
business was brought before the 
House. Asked by Representative 
H. C. Crist of Springfield why he 
agreed last week to an emergency 
relief appropriation, Elliott replied 


that he thought the action was 
liegal, but that he favored taking 
care of the needy. “Everything we 
do here, until the Speaker pro- 
claims the returns for Governor, is 
illegal and void,” Elliott said.

SUPREME COURT JUSTICE 


HOURS OF SMOKE 
ANCITY ARE GUT 
MORE THAN HALF 


145 Hours of Thick and 
Moderate Palls So Far, 
Compared With 338 in 
1939-40 Period. 


St. Louis had 89 hours and 46 
minutes of thick smoke and 248 
hours and 40 minutes of moderate 


smoke in the first half of the last 
heating season, from Sept. 20, 1939, 
to Jan. 14, 1940, while in the current 
heating season it has had only 15 
ours and 20 minutes of thick smoke 
and 130 hours and 10 minutes of 
moderate smoke, between last Sept.. 
28 and today. 

The Weather Bureau, keeping the 
official records of presence of 
smoke, has gone beyond merely not- 
ing the dates on which it was thick 
or moderate, and has kept track 
exactly of the periods in which the 
smoke was noted, in hours and 
minutes. This data was analyzed 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter today. 
The findings constitute the first 
detailed statistical evidencé of the 
striking success already achieved 
in the elimination of the _ city’s 
smoke evil under the new ordi- 
nance barring smoky fuel use. 

Duration of thick smoke, in the 
comparable periods under -consid- 
eration decreased 82.9 per cent and 
of moderate smoke 47.6 per cent, 
The combined decrease was 57 per 
cent. 

Under the Weather Bureau prac- 
tice, thick smoke is recorded when 
horizontal visibility from the bu- 
reau’s office in the Federal Build-

NEW YORK, Jan. 14 (AP).—A 
linen shop manager and a traffic 
policeman were killed today in a 
holdup by two robbers in the Fifth 
avenue shopping district during the 
mid-day rush hour, 

The robbers fled with the linen 
shop payroll, but later were cap- 
tured. Running -with drawn pis- 
tols, they sped through the main 
floor of the B. Altman & Co. de- 
partment store, terrifying woman 
shoppers in their path. 

Alfred Klausman, manager of the 
Kempt & Beatley linen shop, was 
shot through the. head when he 
resisted their demand for the pay- 


roll. Traffic Patrolman Edward 
Maher was shot while pursuing 
them: 


A taxicab driver who apparently 
refused to aid in their escape was 
seriously wounded. Before he was 
struck by a bullet, the policeman 
shot one of the robbers. 

The payroll was $649.92. One rob- 
ber was taken to a hospital, the 
other to a police station. 

In their flight from the linen 
shop, the two men pushed their way 
through sidewalk strollers, knock- 
ing down persons who blocked their 
path, :and darted through the de- 
partment store’s entrance.

DETROIT, Jan. 14 (AP).—James 
F. Dewey, Federal labor conciliator, 
announced today that as “a defense 
measure” he would insist that all 
plants of the Eaton Manufacturing 
Co. be reopened and all striking 
employes put back to work. 

The strike began at the Eaton} 
plant in Saginaw, Mich., and has 
spread to the company’s factories 


in Detroit, Battle Creek and Mar- 
shall in Michigan, and Cleveland, O. 
About 3500 workers are affected. 

“This marks the first time such 


where in the country,” said Dewey 
in announcing his demand that the 
plants be- reopened. 

“The dispute can be settled after 
the plants are running again.” 

Authorized by Defense Board. 

Dewey said he took his action 
with the authorization of the Na- 
tional Defense Advisory Commis- 
sion and the Department of Labor. 
Were the strike to continue, he 
said, automobile plants manufac- 
turing airplane engines would be 
affected within a few days. The 
Eaton company supplies airplane 
engine parts. 

A potential shutdown of automo- 
bile factories, involving about 30,- 
000 workers, was reported by a CIO 
to the Defense Commission 


ed Automobile Workers’. strike 
against the Eaton Manufacturing) 
Co., if the strike were not ended, 
R. J. Thomas, international pres- 
ident of the striking United Auto- 
mobile Workers, CIO, said mem- 
bers of his organization employed 
by the Eaton compahy were “ready 
to go back to work immediately” 
while negotiations were resumed. 
“We tried over a long period of 
time to do that very thing,” Thom- 
as said.

We 
are ready to consent to a Labor 
Board election or anything else to 
determine which union should rep- 
resent the employes.”

RITISH night fighters are 
B “beginning to show results” 

against Nazi raiders, an Air 
Ministry bulletin said today. 


More raiding bombers are be- 
ing intercepted, it asserted, and 
those that get through are be- 
ing “attacked with some suc- 
cess.” e 

The number of night fighter 
squadrons steadily is increasing, 
the bulletin said, although “‘nec- 
essarily slowly” because pilots 
have to be taught a new fight- 
ing technique, much of which 
still igs experimental,

LONDON, Jan. 14 (AP).—More 
than 10,000 incendiary bombs and 
“many tons” of high. explosive 
bombs were dropped on Plymouth 
last night by German air raiders, it 
was estimated today, but casualties 
were reported “remarkably light.” 
Figures on the dead and wounded 
were not immediately announced, 
Several fires in one section of the 
important port in Southwest Eng- 
land raged-for several. hours before 
being controlled. 

Persons who saw the bombed area 
at dawn said it was “a sorry sight.” 


the debris still remained to be re- 
covered. - 
Two Shelters Hit. 
Two surface shelters were hit by 
bombs. Two hospitals and a church 
were -damaged. A direct hit was 
scored on a women’s ward in one 
hospital, tearing down ceilings and 
walls. One patient was killed. 
Homes and business properties 
were demolished. 
Civilian fire watchers were cred- 
ited by an eye-witness with saving 
Plymouth from “an even greater 
disaster.” 
The raid was launched, one said, 
by a formation of about 30 German 
planes, which dropped “thousands” 
of incendiaries, immediately illu- 
minating the city with “a grotesque 
light.” 
Civilians were reported to have 
quenched the fire bombs in all but 
one area within 10 minutes, but suc- 
ceeding waves of heavy bombers 
used the light of flames in this 
area to guide them to the target. 
A brilliant moon also aided the raid- 
ers, who flew over in waves despite 
heavy anti-aircraft fire. 
Three-Hour Attack. 

The attack was intensé but ended 
after two and a half to three hours. 
Some British observers say the 
steady Royal Air Force bombing of 
Germany’s nearest bases in France 
and the Low Countries has been a 
factor in shortening the Nazi raids, 
which earlier often lasted from dusk 
to dawn, 

London reported no bombings. 

Small groups of raiders, however, 
ranged up the west coast of Eng- 
land, striking in tne repeatedly at- 
tacked Liverpool area, bombing two 
towns in Wales and machine-gun- 
ning a third,

LONDON. Jan. 14 (AP).—The 
Admiralty announced tonight that 
three British warships were dam- 
aged when escorting a convoy 
which was carrying “important ma- 
terial assistance for Greece” 


-jthrough the. Mediterranean, | 


The announcement said the Brit- 
ish warships were attacked by 


German and Italian bombers, t 
least 12 of which were shot down. 

It also asserted an Italian de- 
stroyer was sunk in the Sicilian 
channel. 

The damaged warships were the 
23,000-ton aircraft carrier TIllus- 
trious, the 9100-ton cruiser South- 
ampton and the 1335-ton destroyer 
Gallant. 

The whole convoy of merchant 
ships. was said to have got through 
to Greece without loss. 

The Admiralty communique was 
the first British anouncement con- 
cerning: official Italian claims that 
10 “enemy” war vessels have been 
sunk or hit since Jan. 9. This, the 
first hard blow to the British 
Mediterranean fleet acknowledged 
in seven months of war in that 
area, coincided with the first re- 
ported use of German bombers 
there. 

Version of Admiralty. 

The British communique said: 

“Our naval forces have been op- 
erating in the Central Mediterra- 
nean. during the period of Jan. 7 
to Jan: 13, covering the passage of 
convoys through the Méditerra- 
nean, 

“On the morning of Jan. 10, in 
the Sicilian channel, two Italian 
troyers were encountered. One 
of these, of the Spica class (638 
tons), was sunk, but the other man- 
aged to escape. 

“Later H. M. S. Gallant was dam- 
aged by a mine or a torpedo, but 
has arrived in harbor. 

“German and Italian air forces 
working from Italian bases and in- 
cluding a number of dive-bombers 
made great efforts against our 
ships during these operations. 

British Suffer Casualties. — 

“ HMH. M. S. Illustrious (Capt. D. W. 
Boyd, C. B. E., D. 8. C., R. N.) was 
hit and received some damage and 
casualties. 

“One of the cruisers, H. M. S. 
Southampton (Capt. B. C. B. 
Rooke, R. N.), was also hit and suf- 
fered casualties. 

“Twelve enemy aircraft at least 
were shot down and a further num- 
ber was damaged. 

“The main object of the opera- 
tion, which was that of passing a 
convoy from west to east, was car- 
ried out according to plan. This 
convoy carried important material 
assistance to Greece. 

“The next of kin of casualties 
have ben informed.”

BEN SMITH BACK 
FROM ‘PEACE TRIP” 
BUT KEEPS MUM 


Broker Arrives by Clipper, 
Having Left Liner at 
Bermuda, Says He Is Go- 


ing on to Toronto.

NEW YORK, Jan, 14.—The mys- 
terious Ben Smith, wealthy New 
York speculator, whose rumored 
peace errand to France has put 
him in the headlines. recently, re- 
turned to New York today by trans- 
Atlantic Clipper, declining to say 
anything about his visit of two 
and a half months in London and 
in occupied and unoccupied France. 

Smith stepped off the Clipper 
with a small battered black hand- 
bag as his only luggage and in the 
face of all questions maintained a 
sphinx-like grin. 

After placing several telephone 
calls from the Pan-American sea 
base where the Clipper docked, 
Smith told reporters that he would 
fly immediately to Toronto, prob- 
ably in a chartered plane, without 
going even to his Wall Street brok- 
erage office. 

Smith’s arrival today was in the 
tradition of mystery that has grown 
up around this curious figure. He 
had been expected from Lisbon, 
Portugal, on the American Export 
liner Excalibur, which docked early 
this morining. 

About 30 reporters had gone 
down the bay to meet Smith and 
try to pry from him something 
about his stay in Vichy, which was 
the source of cabled reports that 
Smith was on some sort of peace 
mission. ‘“soarding the Excalibur, 
reporters were informed that Smith 
had left the boat at Bermuda three 
days before, to take the Clipper 
from there, in order to be in Can- 
ada by today. 

The trans-Atlantic Clipper was 
held by bad weather in Bermuda 
and it was not until an hour and a 
half after the Excalibur docked 
in Jersey City that Smith stepped 
off the big flying boat at the sea 
base adjoining LaGuardia Field. To 
his cabin mates on the crowded Ex- 
calibur, Smith had talked more free-

Several Persons Forced to Climb Through 
Trap Door When Lift Jams in Capi- 
tal’s Supreme Court Building.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 14. — 
Monday, the 13th of January, was 
a lively day in Jefferson City for 
Forrest C. Donnell, Republican Gov- 
ernor-elect of Missouri, in his ef- 
forts to forestall Democratic parti- 
san designs to deprive him of the 
office to which he was elected last 
Nov. 5. 

In the first place, he was not 
inaugurated as Governor at noon 
yesterday, as originally scheduled, 
because the Democratic-controlled 
Legislature had voted an investiga- 
tion and election contest, which 
prevented him from being seated. 

Next, he had. spent the entire day 
here with a legal staff, rushing to 
completion an application to the 
Missouri Supreme Court for a writ 
of mandamus, seeking to seat him 
in the office to which he was en- 
titled on the face of official elec- 
tion returns. 

And, as a climax, Donnell, his 
legal staff and several others had 
a narrow escape from possible in- 
jury or suffocation when a small 
Supreme Court Building elevator, 
heavily overloaded, was stalled be- 
low the third floor of the building 
for about 20 minutes as the party 
was headed for the office of Chief 
Justice C. A. Leedy Jr. for a con- 
ference on the mandamus suit. 

The elevator was freed after sev- 
eral of the passengers were re- 
leased through a trap door in the 
roof of the elevator. 

The elevator climax occurred just 
after Donnell and his attorneys had 
filed the mandamus petition with 
Supreme Court Clerk E. F. Elliott 
at 5 p. m. yesterday, to compel 
Speaker Morris Osburn of the 
House of Representatives to “pub- 
lish” the election results and de- 
clare Donnell elected as Governor, 
as provided by law, on the*face of 
official election returns canvassed 
in a joint Senate-House session 
Friday.

CITY 10 SAVE $70,000 
BY REFUNDING BONDS 


The city will make a net sav- 
ing in interest over a four-year 
period of about $70,000, through the 
sale today of $2,875,000 in refunding 
bonds, to replace a like amount in 
public relief bonds, at a reduced 
rate. Comptroller Louis Nolte 
announced that the new rate, % of 
1 per cent, was the lowest ever paid 
by the city. 

In comparison, the bonds to be 
retired carried 2% per cent inter- 
est on a block of $1,075,000 and 2 
per cent on the remaining $1,800,- 
000. The reduced rate reflects the 
changed condition of the money 
market. The relief bonds involved 
were part of a 1935 issue. For im- 
provement bonds issued earlier the 
city had to pay up to 4% per cent 
interest. 


There were nine bids today on 
$2,375,000 of the refunding bonds, 
with varying premiums offered and 
with interest charges ranging from 
% of 1 per cent to 1 per cent. The 
most favorable one, which was ac- 
cepted, was from the Mercantile- 
Commerce Bank and Trust Co., St. 
Louis, and the Bankers’ Trust Co., 
New York. It offered a premium 
of $4.73 on each $1000 bond pur- 
chased, or a total of $11,233. [ 

Of the remaining $500,000 in re- 
funding bonds, $425,000 worth were 
reserved for the police retirement 
system’s investment and $75,000 
for the firemen’s pension fund. As 
usual, these funds will pay the 
same interest as that of the pri- 
vate bidders. The new bonds will 
be retired over a four-year period

Admiralty Reports 14,687 
Tons Sunk in Week, 
Less Than Fourth of Av 
erage for War. i 


LONDON, Jan. 14 (AP),—Four 
merchantmen totaling 14,687 tons 
were sunk during the week ended 
Jan. 5, one of the lightest week’s 
losses since the war began, the 
Admiralty reported today. All four 
were British vessels. 

In only four other weeks since 
the outbreak of the war have the 
reported merchantman losses been 
lighter. The 14,887 tons were less 
than a fourth of the war’s weekly 
average of about 638,000 tons, and 
less than half of the preceding 
week’s reported losses of 37,556 tons. 
Previous figures include British 
and Allied ships. 


The lightest week of the war for 
merchant ship losses reported by 
the Admiralty was that ending last 
April 7, when 2326 tons were lost.

Donnell asserted in his petition 
that he was entitled to a peremp- 
tory writ of mandamus to require 
Speaker Osborn to announce the 
result of the election, which, ac- 
cording to the theory of the Re- 
publicans, would automatically give 
him the right to take office. 
Donnell filed with the court sug- 
gestions embsdying his theory of 
his rights. He took the position 
that the constitutional provision re- 
quiring the Speaker to “open and 
publish” the returns is a manda- 
tory ministerial duty, which the 
Speaker had no power to delegate 
to a committee of the Legislature; 
that in carrying out this duty the 
Speaker had no right to go behind 
the returns and give consideration 
to any charges of fraud or irregu- 
larities not appearing on the face 
of the returns. 

Precedents Cited. 

Court precedents were. cited in 
the suggestions on five specific 
points: 

That any officer charged with 
the performance of a mandatory 
ministerial duty may be com- 
pelled to perform that duty by 
mandamus, the test being the act 
to be performed rather than the 
character of the office held. 

That the constitutional provi- 
sions governing the canvassing of 
the vote are mandatory, and the 
duties enjoined on the Speaker 
are merely ministerial and can 
neither be delegated, evaded, de- 
layed nor denied. 

That the Speaker cannot go 
back of the certified returns in 
declaring the result of the elec- 
tion. 

That the duties of the Speaker 
in this regard are not political, 
legislative or judicial, but are 
ministerial, and may be com- 
pelled by mandamus. 

That the Speaker is not the 
State, since the servant of the 
State “by his act of disobedience 
does not represent or stand for 
the State.” 

“The whole plan and scheme of 
our 'Constitutiun,” it is set out in 
the suggestions, “contemplates that 
upon the returns the Speaker shall 
declare the result, and the one hav- 
ing the highest number of votes be- 
comes Governor. It is only five 
days from the performance of this 
duty when the Governor-elect 
should take office, and when this is 
done, it is contemplated thereupon 
an election contest may be brought. 

“Supreme Will of People.” 
“The Speaker cannot put himself 
in the position of disobeying the 
Constitution or thwarting the vote 
of the people in the selection of 
their Governor, as shown upon the 
face of.the returns. That vote, as 
thus disclosed, is the supreme will 
of the people until, by orderly pro- 
cedure, by an election contest, it is 
clearly proved that another was 
elected. 

“The orderly course of our Gov- 
ernment requires that the Speaker 
promptly perform this duty en- 
joined upon him by our organic 
law.” 

The petition was filed in the of- 
fice of E. F. Elliott, clerk of the 
Supreme Court, at 5 p. m. by Don- 
nell and two of his attorneys, for- 
mer Supreme Judge Frank E. At- 
wood of Jefferson City and Charles 
E. Rendlen of Hannibal. 

After Donnell had signed the pe- 
tition and sworn to it before El- 
liott, it was taken to the office of 
Attorney General McKittrick, in 
the court building, where Speak- 
er Osburn was waiting. Osburn 
and McKittrick, who will represent 
him, agreed to waive issuance of 
an alternative writ of mandamus 
and to enter Osburn’s appearance.

ing is less than five-eighths of a 
mile, due to smoke, and moderate 
smoke is recorded when visibility is 
between five-eighths of a mile and 
a mile and a quarter. 

No record of volume or exact in- 
tensity of smoke is available, as no 
acceptable means of arriving at 
such information has been found. 
Within the classifications of “thick” 
and “moderate” there are varia- 
tions in actual effect of the smoke; 
there was no comparison, in the 
public mind, for example, between 
the quality and thickness of the 
thick smoke of Black Tuesday, 
1939, and the brief period of thick 
smoke yesterday. In general, it 
has been observed, what smoke 
there has been.in the present sea- 
son has not been nearly so irritat- 
ing or dirty as that of last season. 

Combined, there were 338 hours 
and 20 minutes of thick and mod- 
erate smoke in the 1939-40 period, 
but only 145 hours and 30 min- 
utes in the corresponding 1940-41 
period. This was a drop of 192 
hours and 50 minutes. Thick 
smoke’s duration dropped by 74 
hours and 20 minutes, moderate 
smoke’s by 118 hours and 30 min- 
utes. 3 

Summaries heretofore published 
have dealt only with the number 
of days on which thick or mod- 
erate smoke occurred. Thus, in 
the 1939-40 season through | last 
Jan. 14 there were 26 days with 
thick smoke and 14 with mod- 
erate, but in the present season, to 
date, there were seven days with 
thick smoke and 23 with moderate. 
It is apparent, therefore, that the 
avvrage duration of smoke palls 
has declined greatly. 

Broken down into various lengths 
of duration, a comparison, combin- 
ing thick and moderate smoke fol- 
lows, time being given in hours (’) 
and minutes (’’):

No Pall of Less Than an Hour. 

There was no record in either 
season of a pall lasting less than an 
hour—but there were frequent in- 
stances last season of protracted 
lingering of the smoke blankets. 
The prizewinning period of this sort 
was 46 hours and 30 minutes of un- 
interrupted thick or moderate 
smoke on Black Tuesday, Nov. 28, 
1939, and the day before and day 
after. 

That year Christmas did not 
come upon a midnight clear, for 
there were 26 hours of smoke from 
7 p. m. Christmas eve to 9 p. m. 
Christmas day. Three days later 
there was a 17-hour-and-10-minute 
siege, ending at midnight Dec, 28, 
and at 7 o’clock the next morning 4 
new 26-hour-and-45-minute. inflic- 
tion began.

Smith gave his fellow passengers 
to understand that he had seen 
most of the important figures in 
the Churchill and Petain govern- 
ments during his stay abroad.

From Paris 
he had gone by motor to Vichy 
and twice he had motored down to 
Cannes, one time popular French 
resort on the Riviera. In both oc- 
cupied and unoccupied France gas- 
oline is so scarce that even top 
Government officials — certainly 
a mere business visitor from the 
United States—would find it diffi- 
cult to obtain permits to allow 
so much motoring. 

Yet Smith said that his business 
in France had been purely of a 
personal nature. He was asked if 
he had seen former Vice-Premier 
Laval, Petain and other heads of 
the Vichy Government. 

“I saw them but I didn’t speak 
to them,” Smith said, grinning en- 
igmatically. 

Informed by the Post-Dispatch 
that Maurice M. Milligan, in charge 
of a special Federal grand jury in 
Washington, which is investigating 
Campaign expenditures, planned to 
call him to testify, Smith had no 
comment to make. He said he had 
no ‘plans to go to Washington in 
the immediate future. 

Denies Link With Davis. 
Recently Smith’s name has been 
linked with that of William Rhodes 
Davis, oil operator who put over 
barter deals between Mexico and 
Nazi Germany. To reporters Smith 
denied that he had ever been asso- 
ciated in any way with Davis. He 
was told that Davis planned to 
appear before a Senate committee 
and tell of early negotiations for 
expropriated oil, in which Smith is 
said to have figured, together with 
Francis Rickett, British oil oper- 
ator whose name, like that of 
Davis, has been frequently in the 
headlines.

sHE country is committed to the policy of supporting Great Britain,

should be kept in touch with the 
progress of affairs. Also, it would 
probably be wise to create a joint 
select committee of both houses of 
Congress, whose duty would be to 
receive periodical reports of the ex- 
ercise of the extraordinary powers 
granted the President under the 
legislation now pending, and thus 
to keep the Legislature informed 
and to insure proper co-operation 
and confidence. This joint select 
committee should, of course, have no 
power t6 veto the acts of the Exec- 
utive, 


Other Needed Agencies. 


Additional machinery ‘necessary 
for the emergency period which 
might be made ancillary to the pro- 
posed Committee of National De- 
fense includes the following: 


(A) An economic defense author- 
ity, closely co-ordinated with the 
Office of Production Management, 
and concerned with assuring a sup- 
ply of raw materials and other nec- 
essary imports, the assembling 
of strategic reserves, the stop- 
ping of leaks in the blockade which 
now permits American materials to 
reach the Axis powers, and in gen- 
eral the full use of the economic, 
financial and commercial power of 
the United States toward the 
achievement of the national pur- 
poses, 

(b) A Shipping Authority, with 
full powers to control and direct 
the operato of our merchant ma- 
rine, including its knotty and dan- 
gerous personnel difficulties. 


(c) A Committee on Information 
and Morale, working in close 
liaison with the Intelligence Sub- 
Committee. This committee would 
be charged with the use of pro- 
paganda as a weapon, and with 
combatting the propaganda efforts 
of our enemies. A further duty 
would be to provide the American 
ypeople with the fullest possible in- 
formation of what their govern- 
ment was doing. The membership 
of this committee should be such 
as to inspire the most complete 
public confidence in its statements. 


We need this machinery, or ma- 
chinery capable of performing the 
functions described, now; every 
day wasted is a day which can 
never be reclaimed. It may be 
urged that we are now doing most 
of the things hereinbefore pro- 
posed; but we are not doing them 
quickly eneugh, or smoothly 
enough, and we are doing them, if 
at all, by improvised methods and 
by grudging delegations of the 
Presidential authority. 

The President cannot hope. to 
keep every detail of administration 
in his own hands; what must be 
done must be done, of course, in 
his name, but he should reserve to 
himself the powers of decision only 
on broad general lines of policy.

lin, even when the French air force 
was still intact, as well as the Brit- 
ish, and even when the Allies could 
start their raids from the Western 
Front on the French-German fron- 
tier. 

When the Royal Air Force alone 
began to bomb Berlin, therefore, and 
to do it all the way from England, 
the disillusionment of the Berlin- 
ers was great. 

The Berliners perceived that they 
had been lied to about the possi- 
bility of their being bombed, and 
they were considerably shaken by 
thie alone, but they also perceived 
that, if they had been lied to about 
this question, it was also highly 


about other questions of almost 
equal importance and concern, and 
they were even more shaken by 
this. 

‘The rest of the Reich, too, has 
been shaken by the British bomb- 
ing raids—not shaken to a degree 
which endangers the people’s abil- 
ity or their willingness to go on 
fighting the war, but sufficiently 
affected to have serious misgivings, 
and above all to look forward with 
dread to the time when the British 
will be able to bomb the Reich in 
much greater force. 


Serious Damage Inflicted. 


The amount of damage done to 
material objectives in the Reich is 
the most closely guarded of mili- 
tary secrets. No more than a doz- 
en men in the air ministry in Ber- 
lin know the full extent of it. But 
this much at least is definitely 
true: That the British have bombed 
scores of military objectives in 
various parts of the Reich and of 
the occupied territories and that in 
some cases this damage is serious, 
though in no case comparable to 
the damage the Nazis have done to 
Britain. 

Considerably more important 
than the material damage caused 
by the raids, however, is the effect 
they have had on morale. 

Lacking long-range bombers, re-! 
mote from important objectives, 
and outnumbered three to one, the 
R.A. F. has nevertheless already 
made itself felt to a degree which 
is amazing under the circum- 
stances. 

For the rest, however, conditions 
inside Germany can afford none 
but the coldest comfort to the 
Reich’s enemies, As long as the 
Nazis can maintain present condi- 
tiond' in the country, there will be 
little or no reason to expect the 
German people to collapse.

The 
best that Britain can hope for is 
a long-drawn-out stalemate from 
which no victor could emerge.” It 
is better, therefore, to decept the 
inevitable now and comé to terms 
with them, the Nazis say. 

This propaganda Is, ot course, de- 
signed to serve a dual purpose: ~ 

It is designed to encourage. the 
German people and their allies: and 
friends to go on fighting, or. to 
begin really fighting in earnest, 
and it is intended to undermine the 
will to fight of the British people 
and their allies and friends. Most 
of all, it is intended to deter the 
United States from doing anything 
effective enough soon enough to 
make any real difference in ‘the 
length and outcome of the war. 

It would be criminal and suicidal 
folly to underestimate.the possi- 
bilities of a German victory. 

But it would also be criminal and 
suicidal folly to believe the Nazi 
claim that Germany is invincible. 
Because Germany is not invincible. 
Germany can be beaten. And not 
only need there be no stalemate, 
but, on the contrary, the chances 
are decidedly against a stalemate, 
no matter who wins the war. 
Recipe for Nazi Defeat. | 

Germany can be beaten: if -and 
when three things happen: 

First and most urgent of all, 
ain must. not be beaten. 

Then, when this has been assured, 
two more things must happen: 

First, the German people must 
be made to feel the war much more 
acutely than they have felt it thus 
far, 

Second, an alternative to the 
present. government in Germany 
and the present order in Europe 
and the world must’ be offered the

If Britain does not get enough 
ships and enough planes in time, it 
may yet be beaten, If it does get 
them in time, it can win.

Material and Moral Effect. 


In time, the effects of the blows 
Britain can strike-at the Reich if 
adequately armed will be decisive 
in the material sense—in the dam- 
age that can be done to military 
objectives and in the choking off 
of indispensable supplies. 


And some time before the ma- 
terial effect of these blows becomes 
decisive, the moral effect may in 
itself turn the scales—the effect, 
not only on German and British 
morale, but also the effect on the 
morale of the occupied countries, 
the “true neutrals,” and of the 
friends and allies of both the Ger- 
mans and the British besides. 


Morale is overwhelmingly impor- 
tant in all wars, but it is even 
more important than usual in the 
present conflict. For the present 
war is a revolutionary war’ in its 
nature,.its purposes and.the meth= 
ods with which it is being fought. 
The morale of most of the peoples 
is notably different from © their 
morale in previous wars, and shifts 
in morale can be brought about 
more quickly and on a larger scale 
than ever before, a fact that only 
the Nazis have properly understood 
and acted on to date, but which 
Britain is now beginning to under- 
stand and can act on properly soon. 

And if the Germans can be 
made to feel the war acutely 
enough, and if they can be per- 
suaded that an alternative new 
order is practical and can really 
be obtained, these factors in them- 
selves may win the war for 
Britain. 


Delicate Balarice. 


For the whole position in Eu- 
rope and the world today is like 
a delicately balanced pair of scales. 
So unstable is the equilibrium that 
a relatively slight change of the 
weights in either balance may de- 
termine the outcome of the war. 
And adequate increases in British 
strength at the- expense of the 
Germans would provide such a 
change and cause such an effect. 

A long drawn-out stalemate _is 
improbable in the present war. ‘No 
people in the world will endure 
long years of the kind of appalling 
punishment which modern war in- 
volves, 

The peoples on both sides are 
sustained thus far by hope alone. 
The British hope, and their Allies 
and friends hope, for enough ma- 
terial from America to turn the 
scales in time. The Germans and 
their Allies and friends hope for 
a victory before the British get 
enough material. 

If the British get what they need 
in time, their hope will be sus- 
tained and they will go on fight- 
ing. But by the same token, the 
Germans’ hopes will be dashed and 
this in turn may be decisive,

“Our orchestra must not go back- 
ward, must always be better,” he 
said, referring to the recognition it 
has received nationally. “A dream 
of mine is some day soon to have 
an even larger orchestra, which 
would be appropriate in view of 
the larger auditorium in which we 
now play and the greater audi- 
ences which attend.”

If 
we are generous with our approval, 
but delegate the hard work to a 
few devoted spirits, then it is our 
symphony only by proxy. If the 
symphony is to be ours only as a, 
gift from the interested and pas- 
sionate few, then we don’t deserve 
it. 

“Of course we can get along very 
well without a symphony. We can 
lead useful and efficient lives with- 
out universities, art museums and 
symphonies. We can develop a ro- 
bot civilization which most of us 
perhaps could endure, but which 
we should be ashamed to hand down 
to’ our children. For certainly we 
do not want them to regard life 
merely as a package of facts. 

“Great music and a great musical 
organization like the St. Louis Sym- 
phony for producing this music, we 
cannot have merely by pious wish- 
ing or polite talk about , cultural 
values. Yet we can all at least 
give every tangible encouragement 
to those who can do these things for 
us and thus we shall participate in 
their endeavor of making life a 
truly human adventure.”

It housed 
the United States sub-treasury, the 
District Court, and the postoffice 
until .the late eighties, when the 
Federal building at Eighth and 
Olive streets was completed. 

The old Custom House was the 
scene of the whisky ring cases of 
the second Grant administration 
which exposed a ring of politicians 
that defrauded the Government of 
more than $2,786,000 in whisky 
taxes. | 
| ‘The building was: designed by 
George I. Barnett, who designed 
the old St. Louis Theater. Six lime- 
stone columns on the Third street 
front were saved from the theater, 
which was built in 1837, and used 
in the Custom House. 

Upon completion of the building 
at Eighth and Olive streets the 
Third street building served as a 
warehouse for Government sup- 
plies.

As he has tried equally hard to 
obtain a similar schedule of Amer- 
can needs from the army and navy, 
Knudsen’s first comment was: “My 
people haven’t given me anything 
like this.” The miserable confusion 


—nobody’s fault but the system’s— 
is. almost straightened out, how- 
ever. Before long Knudsen will 
also have before him a short order 
sheet from our defense services. 
Then, finally, the American and 
British schedules can be added to- 
gether, and the defense organiza- 
tion will have a precise mark to 
shoot for. 

In the opinion of such wise and 
experienced counsellors as B. M. 
Baruch, the lack of such a precise 
statement of objective has been the 
most serious fault in the defense 
program. Undoubtedly it has been 
chiefly responsible for the pro- 
gram’s inadequacy. 

No Doubt of Inadequacy. 


S to the inadequacy, there can 
A- little doubt. The American 

rder sheet is expected to call 
for Some expansions in the present 
program. While the exact figures 
transmitted to Knudsen by the 
British high command are natural- 
ly the most closely guarded mili- 
tary secrets, the expansions they 
call for are known to be very great 
indeed. 

Planes and ships are the two 
types of materiel asked for in larg- 
est quantity. To meet the British 
plea for more planes, according to 
the best available information, we 
shall have to invest several billions 
additional in air production facili- 
ties and new contracts for finished 
goods. As for ships, it is fairly 
common knowledge that the British 
would like to get at least 300 mass- 
produced cargo vessels besides the 
60 they already have on order. 


All of which, of course, serves to 
underline the extreme urgency of 
the President’s lend-lease bill for 
aid to Britain. Orders placed on 
behalf of the British have been 
tragically insufficient to date for 
three reasons: 


1. The British were the step-chil- 
dren of the system of defense prep- 
aration which has now been 
superseded by the new office of 
production management. The army 
and navy procurement branches 
had the: main planning power’ in’ 
their hands, and by their very na- 
ture found it difficult to plan pro- 
duction for another Power. Even 
those orders which the British 


| well, 
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mained to be contracted for. 

2. The same confusion and slow- 
ness which afflicted us also afflict- 
ed the British. Before the docu- 
ment handed to. Knudsen could be 
obtained, the able director of the 
British purchasing commission, 
Arthur Purvis, had to go to Lon- 
don ahd make a fight for it. 

3. Even had the British decided 
exactly what they wanted at the 
start, they could not have paid for 
it. American financing will be 
necessary both for the additional 
plane program, and for the ships. 
The British had. difficulty finding 
dollar exchange even for the 60 
ships already under contract. And 
the Exchequer’s shortage of dollar 
exchange, in the period before the 
lend-lease bill, forced unfortunate 
compromises everywhere in the 
planning of American production 
for Britain. 

Not Yet Too Late. 


T is tragic that the facts should 
| be faced so late. Yet although 

much time has been lost, there 
is still enough time left for a great 
national effort of production. Knud- 
sen and his aids at the Defense 
Commission responded to the Brit- 
ish needs figures in the most hope- 
ful possible manner, remarking 
that the job was big, but that they 
would do their best, 

In preparing for a national effort 
of production, it should be realized 
that the British are not treating 
this country as “an arsenal of 
democracy” because their own pro- 
duction has broken down. Recently 
three highly competent observers, 
one of them a military expert who 
had the right to go where he 
pleased, returned from Britain to 
this country. All three compared 
their own observations on the dam- 
age done Britain’s productive facil- 
ities by German bombings with the 
reports in the press. All three were 
in complete agreement that this 
country had received an exceeding- 
ly exaggerated impression of the 
German achievement. 

British industry, all three pointed 
out, has prepared for the bombers, 
In vulnerable areas, like Southamp- 
ton, production has been decentral- 
ized. The Germans have sometimes 
struck severe blows, as when they 
destroyed an immense quantity of 
food on the Liverpool docks. But 
even where their bombing raids 
have been most brutal, production 
has gone on. In Southampton, for 
example, they achieved during one 
raid brief command of the air. Yet 
although they gave the city a ter- 
rible hammering, they were so un- 
successful in their attack on the 
decentralized Spitfire plant that 
output in the week of the raid was 
four planes greater than output in 


the week previous. Thus there are 


the best reasons to hope that now 
the facts have at last been faced 
in this country, all will still be

‘The handsome European pound- 
ed out a close 15-round decision 
over ex-champion Melio Bettina of 
Beacon, N. Y., in a sizzling bout 
here last night before 8499 spec- 
tators. 

In declaring the match a title 
bout, the N. B, A. stipulated that 
the winner would have to fight 
Gus Lesnevich of New Jersey, its 
third “outstanding challenger,” 
within 60 days. 

Lesnevich Next Foe. 

Lesnevich will -be offered an 
early fight with Christoforidis, per- 
haps in Cleveland. If he refuses, 
the association indicated it would 
name Christoforidis the “undisput- 
ed” king. 

The New York State Athletic 
Commission still recognizes Billy 
Conn, who grabbed the title from 
Bettina, as champion, but the N. 
B. A. says he abdicated by failing 
to defend the title. The N. B. A. 
is top boxing authority in 34 states. 

Scaling 174 pounds to enjoy a 
five-and-a-half pound weight ad- 
vantage, Southpaw Bettina started 
fast and showed promise of wear- 
ing Christoforidis down. However, 
the European staged a brilliant 
rally midway in the fight, opened 
Bettina’s right eye and had the 
New Yorker reeling in the eighth 
round. 

Both judges and Referee Joe 
Sedley, who took one round away 
from Bettina for butting, gave the 
fight to the Greek. The Associated 
Press score sheet gave Christofori- 
dis six rounds and Bettina four, 
with five even. 

Bettina, squinting from an al- 
most closed eye, said after the 
fight: 

Hits Harder Than Conn. 

“Christoforidis hits harder than 
Conn and is a much better punch- 
er. However, Billy is a lot 
smarter.” 

Jimmy Grippo, -Bettina’s . man- 
ager, was demanding a return bout 
from all the promoters in sight and 
maintaining Bettina had won. 
Grippo especially objected to his 
fighter losing a round for butting. 

“He was stronger than I expect- 
ed,” Christoforidis said amid hand- 
shakes. “I only hope I can be 
worthy of the title.” 

Promoter Bob Brickman an- 
nounced the receipts as $20,462. 
Bettina and Christoforidis each re- 
ceived 25 per cent. 

Jimmy Reeves, Cleveland chal- 
lenger for the  light-heavyweight 
title, drove another spike in his 
claims with a technical knockout 
over Willie Pavlovich of Brooklyn 
in the eight-round semifinal.

Not Up to U. S. 


Roosevelt campaigned in the pres- 
ence of the Neutrality and Johnson 
Acts. He made no mention of any 
change or any evasion of any of 
these such as is contained in the 
“lease-lend” plan, nor did he in- 
dicate, and he did Monday, any pol- 
icy about what kind of peace Amer- 
ica will “accept.” Unless “Amer- 
ica” is at war it can neither “ac- 


re nor reject peace terms. 


Candidate Roosevelt advocated 
methods only “short of war” and 
promised never to send troops 
abroad. The phrase “short of war” 
was dropped out in the message 
and we are now said to be “com- 
mitted to full support.” Who con 
sulted us? Not the Congress. Not 
the people. Not the election. Fur- 
thermore, any professional soldier 
knows that the policies advocated 
in the message never can be 
achieved without war and an expe- 
ditionary force. 


If Roosevelt had made during 
the campaign any such warlike ut- 
terance as his annual message, he

What Silence Means.

There also has been too little 
clarifying debate on the sloganeer- 
ing assertion that Britain is “fight- 
ing our war.” Says a New York 
Times dispatch from London, para- 
phrasing the British reaction to 
the message: “The United States 
says over and over again that Brit- 
ain must be aided in every possible 
Way ... because Britain is essen- 
tial to United States defense... 
The United States is hiring us to 
fight its battles as we once hired 
the Hessians ... but we are not 
getting our pay”—meaning there 
by that the United States isn’t in- 
suring delivery of munitions by 
putting its navy into the Atlantic 
convoy service. 


That argument is unanswerable 
if we are “always remembering” as 
the British opinion cannily, if not 
continues, “that the 
United States has said that the only 
reason it is helping us at all is be- 
cause we are fighting for the Unit- 
ed States.”

Dr. R. J. Piersol, physicist, at the 
University of Illinois. — 

A* massive machine designed by 
Dr, Piersol to convert the smoky 
Southern Illinois coal into a “smoke- 
less” briquet carries the hopes of 
the State’s experts of ‘finding a 
way. satisfactorily to reduce the 
smoke characteristics of the fuel 
and at the same time keep the 
price low enough to hold an ad- 
vantage over the higher grade coals 
from: other fields. 

This machine has been set up in 
the new testing laboratory con- 
structed for the Geological Survey 
on the university campus. A spe- 
cial appropriation of $180,000 by 
the Illinois Legislature provided 
funds for the laboratory and the 
machine, and for research in con- 
nection with the project. 

Machine Incomplete. 
Installation of auxiliary devices, 
such as feeding equipment, must 
be completed before the first ex- 
perimental run of coal through the 
huge machine can be made. This 
may be several weeks, as all of the 
equipment has to be especially de- 
signed. 

Meanwhile, the two Illinois ex- 
perts have continued their experi- 
ments in the briquetting by hand 
methods of coal from the various 
Illinois fields, and they assured 
Tucker they have proved conclus- 
ively that coal from both the Belle- 
ville field and the Southern Illinois 
field can be processed into briquets 
which will burn as smokelessly as 
the low volatile coals St. Louis now 
procures from the West Virginia 
and Arkansas fields. 

The machine will make briquets 
out of the Belleville coal, when it 
is reduced to particles of one-fourth 
inch or less at the largest dimension, 
without any preheating of the mate- 
rial, Dr. Piersol said, but these 
briquets will smoke because of the 
high volatile content of the coal. By 
subjecting the material. however, 
for a short time to temperature of 
800 to 1000 degrees before it is fed 
into the machine, enough of the 
volatile matter will be driven. off 
to make the resulting fuel smoke- 
less. The gas driven off can be 
used for the heating and for opera- 
tion of the machine, he said. 

Dust Also Made Into Briquets. 

The Southern Illinois coals, from 
Franklin and adjoining counties, 
can be processed into smokeless bri- 
quets with only half as much pre- 
heating, Dr. Piersol said. The dust 
recovered in large quantities in the 
preparation of Southern Illinois coal] 
for stoker use makes smokeless 
briquets without preheating, Dr. 
Piersol said, because it contains a 
arge amount of fusain, a kind of 
carbon-like material which seems 
to inhibit smoke, 

The “fines” from the Belleville 
coal also may be used for smoke- 
less briquets, Dr. Piersol said, but 
these usually are recovered in the 
washing process in form of sludge. 
Since this contains the washed-out 
ash, the material must be cleaned 
before processing. 

First experimental runs of the 

briquetting machine will be made 
with Belleville coal. The designer 
expects the machine to produce 
briquets at the rate of 100 tons in 
24 hours at first, operating at low 
speed. He thinks the speed can 
be greatly increased. 
With Tucker on the inspection 
trip were Gaston DuBois, a member 
of the St. Louis Smoke Elimina- 
tion Committee, and Deputy Smoke 
Commissioner James H. Carter. 

Dr. Piersol also demonstrated an 
“invertible” grate of his own de- 
sign, intended to burn Southern 
Illinois coal so as to reduce the 
amount of smoke.

OR nearly 12 years the captains 
of American industry have been 
passing through an experience 
which has shaken their self-confi- 
dence. In 1929 they saw the col- 


to lapse of the structure of prosperity 


which they had reared. Beginning 
in 1933 they have lived in the pres- 
ence of a popular movement which 
placed in public office legislators 
and executives who, if they were 
not actively hostile to the indus- 
trialists, certainly had no great 
friendliness for them. The net re- 
sult of this trying experience has 
been the feeling that American 
business was on the defensive—no 
longer trusted or counted upon to 
do great things for the nation. This 
feeling has been accentuated be- 
cause in all the rest of the world 
there has been overthrown or pro- 
foundly modified the social order 
in which the business man has a 
leading role. 

t in May, 1940, the position 
which the American industrialists 
had occupied for nearly 12 years 
was suddenly altered radically. 
From having been something like 
political outcasts, the directing 
managers of American industry 
were called upon to organize .the 
armory of America and, therefore, 
of human freedom. Never since 
American enterprise opened up this 
continent have business. men been 
called upon to play so great an 
historic role, 

The task which is intrusted to 
Mr. Knudsen and through him to 
the industrial producers of Amer- 
ica belongs not to the annals of 
ordinary business but, like the 
building of the transcontinental 
railroads and the opening of the 
West, to the epic of America. Ir 
the whole history of private enter- 
prise the task which last spring 
was committed to American busi- 
ness is by all odds the most dra- 
matic and the most momento’s. 
For on the success or failure of 
the undertaking depends the out- 
come or the war, and the security 
of America, and the whole future 
of private property and free enter- 


prise in the modern world, 
* *« ® 


T IS not astonishing that Amer- 

ican business men have been slow 
to believe that after 12 years of 
being on the defensive they have 
in fact been called back to leader- 
ship and high responsibility. They 
could not quite believe it. The 
people could not quite believe it. 
Public men did not quite believe it. 
Though it was the obvious fact that 
the defense program was a gi- 
gantic series of orders placed with 
American industry, this simple 
truth was obscured by the memories 
of 12 years and by the more or less 
unavoidable but very destructive 
agitation of the political campaign. 
Only in the past month have the 
worst effects worn off and only 
now do we begin to see in its true 
perspective the scope and meaning 
of the vast undertaking. 

The country will not*have seen 
this thing in its full perspective 
until the realization breaks upon 
us that production for defense is 
no mere matter of fulfilling faith- 
fully the contracts made by the 
Government. It is a matter requir- 
ing not the passive assent of indus- 
trialists but their active initiative: 
they are not filling orders under 
business as usual and they are not 
conscripts and bureaucrats obey- 
ing commands. Within the frame- 
work of the general program of 
the Government, they have a di- 
rect personal as well as a collec- 
tive responsibility for devising the 
means by which this program is to 
be executed. They will have failed 
to see what is before them and 
ahead of them if they do not take 
the matter of production in hand, 
moved not by the mere willingness 
to produce defense but by the will 
to produce it. 

* 

HIS is not business as usual 

but the nation’s urgent busi- 
ness which they are doing and there 
is only one way in which the na- 
tion’s urgent business can or will be 
transacted through private initia- 
tive and private management; that 
one way is if private initiative and 
private management rise to the oc- 
casion and produce the results. Any- 
one who tells business men that 
they can save the capitalist system 
by hesitating and holding back is 
giving them the worst possible ad- 
vice. The system of private enter- 


lprise can be saved and its future 


insured only by dedicating the cap- 
italist unreservedly to the 
defense of the nation. 

This will require not merely an 
unhesitating acceptance but posi- 
tive insistence upon the priority of 
national defense over civilian needs. 
One company y think it can 
make some profit by continuing to 
prefer its old customers to the 
needs of the nation. But for busi- 
ness as a whole this is a policy 
of penny wise and pound foolish. 
For if the defense effort fails, the 
consequences will be unmanageable 
by private business,

N addition to priorities there will 

be required for the whole period 
of the emergency the suspension of 
commercial rivalry among firms 
producing essential weapons. The 
aircraft industry, for example, will 
never perform what is expected of 
it unless its total facilities are 
pooled and are co-operatively em- 
‘ployed. Patents, trade secrets, com- 
mercial specialization, unused spe- 
cial capacities, the vested interests 
of any inefficient manager, will 
have to give way to the general 
principle that the industry as a 
whole is engaged in a single enter- 
prise within which there is to be 
the most efficient possible division 
of labor. — 

In addition to suspending the 
commercial rivalry within each ar- 
mament industry, it will be neces- 
sary to suspend the commercial ri- 
valry among industries—for exam- 
ple, the aircraft and the automo- 
bile industries. Those who know 
the situation know that the ancient 
rivalry exists, and that is why, 
whatever may be the specific lim- 
itations of the Reuther plan, in- 
formed observers will never be sat- 
isfied with any conclusion which 
holds that the vast machine power 
of the automotive industry cannot 
be adapted increasingly to national 
defense. Mr. Reuther may be mis- 
taken in detail but in principle, as 
the experience of all other coun- 
tries shows, he is right in insisting 
that the automotive industry can 
be used in a very much greater 
degree than anyone is now planning 
to use it: 

I T is evident that the mobiliza- 

tion of industry will not only 
cause a great expansion of plant 
but an immense transformation of 
commercial and industrial prac- 
tices, That is unavoidable in any 
case. But the consequences for 
the future will be ever so much 
more manageable if the industrial- 
ists emerge victorious from the 
battle of production. The glory they 
can earn and the gratitude they 
will desérye. are by. far the best 
insurance they can take out against 
the hazards of the post-war world. 
No one can honestly offer them 
detailed guaranties for a future 
that no man can foresee. But 
what can be said because it is the 
certain truth is that the world of 
the future will be shaped by those 
who have won the struggle, and 
the future of business is depend- 
ent upon whether business men 
emerge among the recognized ar- 
chitects and organizers of victory. 

Moreover, by taking command 
in the crucial battle of production 
—making it their battle and not 
merely their business—the captains 
of industry have an ‘opportunity 
which they have never had before, 
and may never have again to tran- 
scend the class struggle that di- 
vides modern society. In this his- 
toric effort they can come to terms 
with labor which could never be 
reached under business as usual. 
A partnership which would never 
be possible when there is a con- 
flict over the division of commer- 
cial profits, is possible when men 
feel that they are working for their 
country in one of the very great 
moments of history.

N the end all depends upon 

whether men see themselves 
greatly or meanly. These are times 
which try men’s souls, exposing 
most terribly what is low and false, 
revealing whatever is great and, 
therefore, high-hearted.

Joseph L. Bullock of Redwood 
City, one of her attorneys, said she 
was in “a very precarious condition 
—nervous and almost hysterical,” 
and that she had been “made sick 
by the false charge that she is a 
Nazi spy. 

“She will be able to establish at 
her hearing that she is not now 
and never was connected with the 
Nazi Government.” 

The Princess is a close friend of 
Capt. Fritz von Wiedemann, Ger- 
man Consul-General in San Francis- 
co, who’ was Adolf Hitler’s World 
War commander.

“The administrative work,” he 
said, “would require a tremendous 
increase in the CCC headquarters 
staff and the cost of food, alone, 
would be $150,000 a day.” 

The American Youth Commis- 
sion in its offiical publication stat- 
ed: 

“The commission recommends 
that the War Department be re- 
lieved of its responsibility for the 
operation of CCC camps at the 
earliest possible date.” 

“It seems clear,” the report said, 
“that if preference continues to be 
given to reserve officers in appoint- 
ing camp officials, the average 
tenure in office will become very 
short, camp administration will be 
constantly disrupted, and in gen- 
eral the reserve officers who re- 
main with CCC camps during the 
national defense emergency will be

ORD BYRON said, “’Tis pleas- 

ant, sure, toseeone’s name in 

print.” To which I should like 
to add: No human sound is sweet- 
er to the ear than one’s own name, 
whether it be Roosevelt, Willkie, 
Pitkajani, Rosencrantz, Grzegorz, 
Chang Wong Lee or Mickey Roo- 
ney. 

Men have always had names. At 
first our cave-ancestors bore names 
that -were purely descriptive of 
the individual, as The Old Man; 
Crooked Nose; Good Fighter; 
Strong Arm; the Hairy One. Such 
appellations still survive in many 
names: Longfellow, Stout, Black, 
Armstrong, Small, Grossman, Good, 
are but a few. 

Later, it became the custom to 
take a name from one’s occupation, 


hence we have Smith, Miller, Car-— 


penter, Mason, Taylor (tailor), 
Stewart (steward), Rider, Cook, 
King, Prince, Farmer and many 
more. . . 


Even today most names have a 
meaning or are variations of names 
which once had meanings. Schnei- 
der is German for tailor; Campbell 
means crooked lip; Roosevelt. is 
Dutch for rose field; La Salle is 
French for “the room”; Hauptmann 
means captain; Capone is Italian 
for “a stubborn fellow”; Fiorella 
(LaGuardia) means “little flower.” 

It is staggering to think of the 
number of names one must remem- 
ber in going through life. We all 
use the stock expression: “I never 
forget a face, but I cannot remem- 
ber names to save my life.”. And, 
indeed, why should we, since names 
no longer are descriptive? How 
much easier it all would be if we 
should cleave to the caveman’s 
simple method. Instead of trying 
to remember the name Hortense 
Landsschaffshausen, for example, 
we'd just refer to “That Blonde 
With the Curves.” What I am try- 
ing to get over is this: “The

To add to the confusion, many 
of our most famous names are eith- 
er assumed or fictitious. Hitler’s 
family name was Schicklgruber. 
Gandhi’s “Mahatma” is not a name, 
but a title: The Great Soul. His 
correct name is Mohandas Karam- 
chand Gandhi. Joseph Conrad, fa- 


mous novelist, was christened Josef 
Konrad Korzeniowski. Stalin was 
born Josef Vissarionovitch Djugash- 
villi. The ‘author of “The Rubaiyat” 
would never have answered to 
Omar Khayyam. To his parents he 
was Ghiyathuddin Abulfath ‘Omar 
bin Ibrahim al-Khayyami. I sup- 
pose the fellers called him Bill. 

There are no set rules by which 
we can be guided in the pronun- 
ciation of names. Many readers 
have asked: “What is the correct 
way to pronounce my name?” I 
can only answer: The pronuncia- 
tion®that is customary in your im- 
mediate family is the correct one 
for you. 

In England Cholmondeley is pro- 
nounced “CHUM-lee.” In Texas 
Houston is “HEWS-tun.” In New 
York the street of the same name 
is “HOW-stun.” 

We dare not trust the spelling 
of a name to give us its pronuncia- 
tion. Dr. Jekyll does not rhyme 
with freckle. The correct pronun- 
ciation is “JEE-k’l.” Hendrik Wil- 


lem van Loon’s last name does not 
rhyme with moon.

There are more than 50 ways to 
spell the name Shakespeare. These 
are a few to be found in old En- 
glish records: Shakspere, 
peare, Shaxpere, Schackspere. 

The -son of Johnson, the O’ of 
O’Brien, the Mac of MacDonald, 
the Fitz of Fitzgerald, the de of 
de Gaulle, the von of Von Ribben- 
trop, and the -ini of Mussolini all 
mean “of, from,” or “the son or 
descendant of.” 

A girl bearing the same name as 
her mother may properly be called 
Junior, which means not “son of,” 
but “the younger.” 

The surname of the quintuplets 
is -not “DYE-oan” or “dee-AHN.”

ANY women experience a fall-

We Need That Winter Sunshine 


This is the third of six articles on 
“Outwitting Old Man Winter.” 


— — 


HOSE summer sun-tan addicts 
T otten forget all about their 

need for sunshine during the 
winter months. But adults as well 
as babies need sunshine or its 
equivalent throughout the year. 

Babies, of course, need the sun’s 
ultra-violet rays, or cod liver oil, 
to prevent rickets—which they 
might. otherwise get during the 
winter months. But even in adults, 
sunshine has a beneficial effect on 
the general health, helping to build 
up resistance to illness. 

So take your place in the sun. 
Direct sunlight, we mean-—window 
panes shut out the valuable ultra- 
violet rays. 

Short winter days limit. our 
chances of getting outdoors while 
the sun is shining. If your lunch 
period is your only free daylight 
hour, spend as much of it as pos- 
sible outdoors and let the sunlight 
touch your face. 

Vitamin D has a similar action 
in the body as sunlight. Cod liver 
oil, certain foods such as egg yolks, 
butter, cream and milk, furnish 
this vitamin. 


Sun-lamps are good winter-time 


By Dr. Mary MacFadyen 


Powerful sun-lamps are not gen- 
erally advisable for home use, since 
a little carelessness about remain- 
ing too long under their rays may 
have serious results. The time 
spent under such strong lamps 


“must be clocked carefully to the 


fraction of -a minute. 

Many sun-lamps that are ideal 
for home use fal] into the lower 
price brackets. Safe and simple is 
the special .bulb that screws into 
the ordinary socket; this bulb has 
the vaporized mercury inside. 
Better, however, is the carbon arc 
lamp, preferably using 10 amperes 
or less, burning a carbon that gives 
the same type of light as the sun. 

The sun-lamp may be used regu- 
larly, about five days a week, let- 
ting the rays fall on the body as 
well as the face, and protecting 
the eyes with dark goggles. The 
length of time for the sun-bath 


' depends on the ‘strength of the

first sun-bath must be limited to 
half a minute and increased a few 
seconds a day. Be careful not to 
exceed the prescribed period or you 
may become painfully burned; the 
rays may seem harmless and com- 
fortable but a sun-lamp burn can 
sneak up on you more quickly than 
an outdoor sunburn.

From a nose and throat man I 
learn some of the following points 
about the anatomy and physiology 
factors that go to make up a good 
voice: «+ 

The three basic qualities of a 
good voice are: Purity of tone, flexi- 
bility of projection, and proper in- 
tensity. Purity implies that the 
resonating chambers are properly 
functioning and that the tone is 
free from impurities of dasality or 
rigid jaw. Voice production is also 
dependent upon proper breathing 
and relaxation, 

Voice teachers probably put too 
much stress upon proper breathing; 
so much so as to make their pupils 
self-conscious. Every youngster 
knows how to breathe properly and 
if this instinctive knowledge is car~- 
ried over and used with voice con- 
trol, a good result will be obtained. 

After inhaling it is essential that 
the outgoing air be controlled by 
releasing slowly the pressure of the 
upper abdominal muscles. Good tone 
requires adequate breath support. 

* %&. @ 

ANOTHER ESSENTIAL to good 
voice is to maintain an open and 
relaxed throat. Imagine you are to 
drink a glass of water. Take up the 
glass, lift it almost to the lips, and 
open the mouth as if you were about 
to swallow the water. Instinctively 
you open your pharynx and the soft 
palate contracts and rises up and 
away from the posterior tongue. 
Yawning also causes the structures 
to relax and the same effect is not- 
ed. 

After developing the proper open- 
ing of the pharynx and the relaxa- 
tion of the jaw, those who wish to 
acquire good speech must learn to 
direct the vibrating air to the back 
of the upper front teeth to achieve 
the proper resonance. Tone made by 
the vocal cords is 8o slight that it is 
inaudible to the ear. The tones that 
we hear in the speaking voice are 
amplified by vibrations against the 
bony structures in the chest, mouth 
and head. Proper placement of 
tone is always guided by the ear. 

One thing I think that all voice 
teachers leave out, is the great im- 
portant thing—to have something 
to say when you are speaking. A 
person who is intensely interested 
in his subject will, in most cases, de- 
liver it well; also with brevity. I like 
the anecdote told of Dr. George Vin- 
cent that he said the essentials for 
an after-dinner speech were to have 
a good introduction and a good clos- 
ing. “What do you do next?” he was 
asked. “That's easy; put them very 
close together.”

“Sending to Coventry”—Another 
Tale of Coventry . 
. So much, runs the tale, did the 
villagers of Coventry; England, dis- 
like the soldiers risoned there, 
that any of the townsfolk, particu- 
larly a woman, seen conversing 
was at once 


ostracised. 

Intercourse of any kind between 
the militia and the residents was 
prohibited; and the prohibition was 
so rigidly enforced that. soldiers 
dreaded the thought of being sent 
there; for to go to Coventry meant 
te be cut off from any companion- 
ship that might mitigate the mo- 
notonies of daily routine. 

If you do not like this explana- 
tion of the colorful metaphor 
which signifies the manifestation 
of organized indifference to one’s 
existence, history accommodatingly 
affords another, this time ascribing 
the allusion to an episode which oc- 
curred in the civil war which took 
place in England during the seven- 
teenth century.
